But 
in reapect of every ton of British sugar which 
has been displaced by raw sugar, the rates of 
froight of Cana lian produce to Eogland have 
been increased enouyh to make np for the losa 
of freight on the voyage to, Cavada.

THE QUESTION OF PROTECTION TO HOME LN- 
DUSTRIES !

inst Party at the next general eleetion. 
© successes in East Northumberland and 
Carleton have fairly turned the heads of the 
Grit leaders and newspaper organs, and insane 
denunciations of the protective features of the 
tariff are amie the order of the day. There 
is now no doubt that Protection to Home In- 
dustries will be the gréat question to be pro- 
nounced upon by the Electorate in 1883. Un- 
mistakable signs ot this come from every quar- 
ter of the Dominion. 

The Halifax Chronicle says: ‘* We do not 
“advise the investment ef a SINGL DOLLAR 
‘* on the faith of the present tariff. That tariff 
** is CERTAIN TO BE CHANGED when the Liberals 
‘‘obtain power. We do not want to seo Hal- 
‘*ifax get into a manufacturing craze * * * 
‘* for such would inevitably result in disaster.” 
, The Chronicle usually speaks for the party 
in Nova Scotia, and there is no doubt that in 
the present instance it speaks with authority. 

‘the Charlottetown, P. EB. Island Patriot, 
which has recently come out as a Daily to do 
service for the Party in the 1883 campaign. has 
unfurled the anti-Protection banner witha vim. 
The Patriot is the fly-on-the-wheel organ for 
the tight little Isle, and it says that the ‘in. 
iquitous tariff’ is bound to go. 

The Toronto Globe denounces the tariff in 
all ite phases, ani esyxcislly from the whole- 
sale importers’ point of view. Toronto not 
participating directly in the advantages of the 
suger retining industry, being an inland town, 
the Globe in particularly severe in its denun- 
ciation of sugar refiners, It asserta that the 
country could better afford to keep every per- 
son directly or indirectly employed n the sugar 
refining industry “‘AT A FIRST-CLASS HOTEL, 
‘““THaN THAT THK PRESENT SUGAR TARIFF 
‘*SHOULD BE CONTINUED IN ¥oRCE,” The 
Globe in also severe in its denunciation of tbe 
‘cotton lords " and to a certain extent of all 
other manufacturers, simply because the man- 
ufacturers are deserting its Party. 

And what bas Mr, Blake said in his recent 
specohes at Montreal and Toronto? At the 

ontreal turn out the honorable leader of 
the Opposition, finding himself in a great 
manufacturing community, was a little guard- 
ed in his remarks about manufacturers, but 
to quote the Hon. Senator McPherson's 16 
yiew of the political situation, ‘‘he did pot 
“hesitate, on that occasion, to threatoz that, 
‘ should he obtain power,he would shake the 
‘*whole industrial fabric of the land, the 
‘‘ tabric in which every producer, from the 
“ agriculturist to the smallest handicrafteman 
**holds a vital stake. This was felt to be so 
‘‘antimely and injudicious that other speakers 
“endeavored to assure the manufacturers 
** and those interested witb, and depeodens 
** upon them, that they had nothing to fear. — 
“that the revenue requirements would pre- 
“ gorvo the tariff from destruction, and tbat 
‘if the Reformers should succeeded to power, 
** the industries of the country would be quite 
** as safo in their bands as in those of the Uon- 
** servatives,” 

At Toronto, Mr. Blake spoke out more free- 
ly. but his remarke,instead of beiogin general 
terms, particularized ina way that he no 
doubt felt was calculated to please his chang- 
ed audience. This is what he said in reference 
to a very important Maritime rs oo our 
geyeetion being direct from the Toronto 

lobe :

About Butter. 
DEVELOPMENTS MADE IN A CONVERSATION WITH 
TH PRESIDENT OF THE EASTERN DAIRY- 
MENS'S ASSOCIATION. 


(From the Globe.) 


How often do wo hear the query propound- 
ed in adespondiug,tone “Can you tell ‘me 
where I can get some yood butter 7” aod as 
often listened te the sympathetic neighbor's 
answer ‘‘Woll, | am sure I don’t kpow.”’ Then 
the party of the first part will conclude to 
“look round,” a term truly significant, io- 
volving as it will the looking all round before 
resigning themselves to the purchase of in- 
ferior butter at.the-highest poasiblé figure. 
Whatever are th causes which in this coun. 
try operate in this direction, the fact remains 
that really first-class butter is seldcm or never 
placed on the home market, 

In an cudeavor to obtain som information 
regarding tho rubject, Mr. K. Graham, of 
Belleville, President of the Kasterp Ontario 
Dairymen’s Association, was asked as to the 
condition of butter-making in this Province. 
At the outset Mr, Graham affirmed that 
really good butter was produced in Canada, 
but added that it was neyer sold on the home 
market. The beat butter. he ssid, is what 
they call “five-day butter.” It is made with- 
out salt, and the very best ofit is made from 
milk of Jersey cows. The reason for calling 
it five-day butter is because, being so pure 
and fresh,it will not keep for a longer period, 
This butter has a peculiar sweet flavor by 
which it can always bo huown.  Fivo day 
butteris not more difficult or costly to pro- 
duce than any other, but brings a much high- 
er price, Asa rule, what is made in Ontario 
is shipped to Philadelphia, whereat brings 
about fifty centsa pound. Philadelphia is 
the point to which anything very nice in 
Canadian butter is sent. 

Why is it that good batter is not puton 
the market here? 

Simply because people here will not pay the 
price which it commands in a foreiga yarket, 
consequently the supply is all sent out of the 
country. There is nothing to prevent a firat- 
clas articlo being made in Canada. Fairly 
good butter, however, is frequently spoiled 
in transit to market by exposure to the sun, 
either en roule or when left a few houra ona 
railway platform, so that the flavor 1s des- 
troyed before it reaches the purchaser. Deal- 
ors in country villages make a practice of 
mixing the butter they take in exchange, and 
in this way make bad worse. 

Where is the best butter made ? 

The best butter is made in the creamerics, 
of which there are about twenty-seven in 
Eastern Ontario. Creamery butter will sell 
in the Liverpool market for double the money 
that other kinds will bring. Good A 1 butter 
seoms to be appreciated in every country but 
Canada, where its citizons are continually trys 
ing to cheapen tho article and ignore the 
truism that a good thing has to be paid for. 
Aa President of the Dairymon’s Association 
Tam now in communication with Mrs, Me- 
Clung, of Greystead, in the West, for the 
purpose of securing her services in making a 
toar of our distriot to teach tho art of making 
butter properly. She is probably the bost 
butter-maker in Ontario, and would, in the 
event of an engagement, go from house to 
house, staying & fow days at each, We 
adopted the plan of employing an expert to 
Visit in tarn each cheese factory in tho dis- 
trict, and 1 have no hesitation in asying that 
for an outlay of 3500 we received a return of 
$200,000 by the additional value given to the 
goods sent to foreign markets. Tho proposed 
adoption of a similar plan with reference to 
butter-makiog isa now experiment, and I 
am confident would result in a great improve- 
ment, 

What section of the country, apart from 
the creamories, produces the tinest butter? 

Undoubtedly the Eastern Townships, In 
Ontario tho section around Brockville has the 
roputation of being the best. 

By what process is butter colored? 

Well, of course, the product of hay-pro- 
duced milk is purely white, and to pleaso the 
eye of tho purchaser it ts gonerally colored. 
Annatto, which ia made from the annatto 

‘lant, is the substance always used to color 
Putter. Anoatto is alvo applied to the color- 
ing of choese. 

Canada is quite succesefal in 
good cheore, 16 eho not? 

Our cheese now stands as high in England 
as any othor, and is yery popular, Choose 
mado from a mixture ofakim milk and lard 
in very much sold, and for almost as high o 

yrice an the genuine article, It takes a little 

hh than ton pounds of milk to make a pound 
of ehooso, anda little more than twice as 
much tomako a pound of butter in the 
oronmnorios, With cheese the cost of making 
in one cont a pound, boing about half a cont 
to furniah it and about half a vent for the 
work.

It is right to add that 
the total net tonnage of the American vessels 
is 2,411,243, as against 1,332,094.

pected from the Grand Junction Railway. 

Answen—It is only humbug. — 

Reronter—Do yuu not think it a feasible 
achome ? : 

Answer—No; itis only a bit of bluster 
to force the Grand Junction Company into 
thoir scheme, on unfair torms and inadequate 
conditions, 

Rerorrer—Thon you do not believe it will 
be pushed to completion ? 

nawer—Never; thoides is impracticable, 

Revonter -Would the Grand Junction Co, 
refuse thom ranning power? 

Answek—We have never boon asked, We 
only hear through the medium of the nows- 
papors in the same manner you hayo done, 
that the Attorney-General has declared that 
he will enforce towards us in their favor the 
provisions of the Railway Aid Act in that 
regard. : 

Reronter—What are your objections to 
conceding these rights ? 

Answer—Noae whatever,if we are but civ- 
illy and properly asked by any Company owe - 
ing aline making connection with us, or any 
Company at all likely to own such a line, 

Rerorrsr—ls this George Washington Mc- 
Mullen, of the Prince Edward County Road, 
the same who originated the Pacilic Scandal 
some years ago? 

ANSwkER—The same ‘‘Notorious’ at his 
pranks again, . Probably he has a ‘secret’ to 
sell to the other sido, unless the Ontario Gov- 
ernment willgive him mapas powers and 
anything else he might take a fancy to. 

Rgeporter—You donot think, then, that 
Mr. Hickson is sincore in professing willing- 
ness to help the construction of the Prince 
Edward County ine and cut Belleville off 
from the through line to the Sault ? 

Answer—Not very likely, for whatever 

wWers or privileges are granted to the Prince 
Baward County line over the Grand Junction 
Road must be conceded to the Grand Junction 
over both the Grard Trunk and Midland 
systems. 

Reeorter—Why so? 

ANSWER—Because they both stand in pre- 
cisely the same positioa towards the Grand 
Junction that the Grand Junction stands in 
towards the Prince Edward Couaty line, in 
having received appropriation from the public 
‘Treasury uader the KR vilway Aid Act. 

Reporter—They say youdo not connect 
with thoss portions oftheir roads haying re- 
ceived aid from the Government, 

Answek—That makes no difference. Neith- 
er does the Prince Edward line reach us in 
that way. 

Reporter—But the Grand Trunk have not 
had appropriations under the Railway Aid 
Act 7? . 

Answek—I thiok they have, and only fast 
session, when they amalgamated with tho 
Stratford, Port Dover & Lake Huron Co. 
under the name of the Grand Trunk and 
Georgian Bay and something else Company, 
and got a vote of upwards of one hundred 
thousand dollars to complete the Grand 
Trank system to Wiarton, on tho Georgian 
Bay. Over half of the appropriations in 
aid of railways last session of Parliament, was 
voted iato the pockets of Grand Trank stock- 
holders, and they are as much liable to the 
operation of the Railway Aid Act to have 
other systems extended over theirs as we 
are. 

Rerorrer—Do you belicve that the Act 
has such extensive scope? 

Answer—No. Tho absurdity of such pre- 
toasions becomes more apparent the more they 
are considered. It virtually goos no further 
than the general Railway Act in compelling 
companies to make.traffic arrangements with 
each other, or au intorchange of traffic on 
equitable terms. 


Rerorter—When the appropriations to 
Railways were granted, was it the iatention 
of the Government to compel more than an 
easy interchango of traffic ? 

Answek—No, ‘Tho matter way very fully 
discussed at the time. Tho Government had 
drafted the Act to read thus: ‘* The Lieuten- 
ant Governor in Council may require any rail. 
way company ao aided to enter into au agree- 
ment or agreements with any other railway 
company or companies, containing such terms 
an | dotails as the Licutenant Governor may 
approve of, io order to secure running powers 
or righta of user to such company or companies 
oyer the line or portion of line of railway of 
tho comp.oy aided under this Act.” This 
was objected to by the railway companies as 
being impracticable in the working; that it 
would be impossible to extend the one system 
over the other without continual clashing ; 
that one company must control,and that com- 
pany shonld of course be the company owning 
the line ; that constant danger to life and pra- 
perty would ensue, and thatit would be im- 
possible to fix and detormine liability or re- 
sponsibility, and that, in fact, it would be 
such a mixing up of interests as to bo unwork- 
able and in some cases might amount toa 
virtual confiscation of the property of some 
enterprising, industrious company in favor of 
some other dull and indolent company pre- 
ferring to steal a road or traftic rather than go 
to the expense of making them for themselves, 
The Government then proposed the word 
“trackage,” which would imply the right of 
a foreign company to run its locomotives and 
whole trains over tho homo company’s lines, 
but under the control and directed by the 
foreigo company’s servants, This was moat 
logically replied to that tho same objec- 
tions would apply—divided and undefinable 
authority, undefioable liability, jealousy, 
rivalry and unavoidable clashing, to the 
groat rivk of life aud property, Consequont 
upon the servants of the foreign company not 
being io the pay or employment of the home 
compasy, no adequate control over them 
could bo had sufficient to cnsure tho loast of 
order, disvipline or safety. Upon these con- 
siderations, strongly urged,and plainly consis- 
tent, the Goveroment finally submitted the 
word “haulage,” which was adopted and the 
romainder of tho clause made to read thus :—

Amber Oane anda Beet Sugar. 
(From the Utica Herald.) 


A considerable nomber of mon interested in 
the problom of the growth of amber cane and 
the manufacture of ite sapinto syrup and su- 
gar, mot in the Buttortield house yestorday, 

The mocting was informal, ©, J. Williams, 
of Westmoreland, was made chairman, and 
Josiah Shull, of Llion, seoretary, ‘T. B. Bish. 
op, of Verous, had oxperimented considera. 
ably, using, however, only a wooden press un- 


tila yoor ago Last seavon he nade 32 gal- 
lous cf good syrup, Hoe expects to do more 
in the future, Benjamin Wuterman, of Ta- 
berg, andl W KE. Wuterman. bis son, intend 
to do womethiog in this line in Taberg, R.A, 
Goodrich, of Madison, Madison county, bas 
done more than any one in this section’ Af. 
ter some experimenting, he has bought ma- 
chinery which will enable him to handle the 
cane from 150 acres, He is a considerablo 
grower himself, 

OC. J. Reynolds, of Corning, who had had 
more experience than any oné else present, 
was final:y puton tho stand, and, after mak- 
ing & statement, was igorously Croas-quea- 
tioned. The facts l earned from him are, for 
convenience, put in continued statement. al- 
though they may appear fragmentary. I haye 
becn for four or five yoars past, ho said, an- 
gaged in ao attompt to produce amber sugar 
cane ata profit. I at one timo tried beets, 
but found thoir manufacture would require 
more capital than I could coramand For the 
amber cane I obtainod my weed from Com mis- 
sioner LeDuc, I have assisted a number of 
other persons to start, and last year at Corning 
and Big Flats I worked up between 3,000 and 
4,000 gallons of syrap, besides making a con- 
siderable amount of sugar. I have determ- 
ined to make some money ont of it the comin 
season, [ am satistied that good ground will 
grow it in good paying quantity, T am not 
so enthusiastic as Prof. Stewart, who thinks 
that 10 pounds of sugar can be obtained from 
a gallon of syrup. I would be content with 
tive pounds, I have lately been on the lake 
shore betwoon Dunkirk and Eric, and I talk 
ofvestablishing a factory there, They prom- 
ise from 200 to 300 acres of cano, It 1s my 
expericace that 300 gallons of syrup is not an 
extraordinary yield from an acre. From 250 
to 330 gallons an acre is a fair yield on any 
good corn land, This will give five pounds of 
sugar to the gallon, about the same weight of 
fodder as barley, and from 30 to 50 bushels 
of ceed, a grain which ground makes flour 
fully as good as that from buckwheat. Pan- 
oukes made from it any of you will admit to 
be as ood as buckwheat cakes, and the same 
plant gives you yoursyrup. In China it is 
grown oxclisively for the seed. We can 
reckon all these as among its products. Good 
woll-matared cane, etripped and tapped, | 
consider worth $5 a ton. In working up the 
product several farmers may combiae to buy 
machinery or ove who hasa little capital cao 
bny dpparatus and work up his own aud 
others’ cance. It is much the best to work it 
up forsomuch per pount of the product, 
Milk of lime is, in’ my judgment, all that is 
necessary for detication. I have tried the 
patent processed and devices but have found 
the simple milk of lime to be best both io 
syrup and sugarmakiny. It is best to put 
your buildings on a side hill where the grain 
cau be run into the upper story and worked 
down through. It should be near running 
water forcleansing, Every man who bays a 
mill should get one of twice the capacity 
which he thinks he will need, In evaporat- 
ing I have obtained the best results with au 
opea pan without channels and heated direct. 
ly. A channel pau can hardly be used in 
sugar makiog, as tho last part of that process 
re(jnires an oven and steady heat on’ the con- 
densed syrap. Channel pans are doubtless 
good for rapid evaporation at tir.t. The 
stgar can best bs separated from the syrup 
after crystallization by the contrifugal pro- 
cess. From 15 to 19 gallons of syrup can be 
expected from a tonof cane, By the report 
of the secretary of the Cane Growers’ Asso sia- 
tion in Coraing who accurately measured tho 
ground aud the prodact, the average yield 
was about 200 an acro, but this low figure was 
caused by the fact that the cane was planted 
only on poor ground, any piece of any rich- 
ness being in that section reserved for tobacco, 
that only three of the thirty growers *‘succor- 
ed” their cane and because of the general ig- 
norance of the best way to grow it. At Bi 
Flats | measured land and product and 6a 
the yield 300 gallons, It was planted gener- 
ally in hills 2x34 fect. Some cultivated it in 
rows leaving a stalk every eight or ten inchos, 
The sugar product was worth as much as C 
sugar. In Chicago and St. Louis last season 
as much as S@9}50 was paid for it. 

Mr, Goodrich said he did not see how mach 
more could be expected for it than was paid 
for crude sugar. 

Mr, Reynolds replicd that anyone who had 
scen crude sugar asit arrived in Now York, 
could explain the reason. It was a dirty, 
dark mass, on which even ad much as # cont 
ora cent and a half had to be allowed to the 
pound on account of dirt and foreign ‘wub- 
stances, It was mado by the yaouum procoss, 
which prevented skimming, Genoral Le-Dac 
atates to sugar growers in Elmira, that re- 
finers told him they considered it much more 
valuablo than the raw sugar, I arrivé at tho 
yaluo of cane brought to my factory by pick- 
ing out a fow stockkhere and there froma 
load, crushing thom and testing the juice with 
the saccharometer. It will run all the way 
from 4 to 11, or even 11} por cent. T regard 
the toat au accurate, and would not be afraid 
to pay for the product by “its verdict, Tho 
cane does not want to be voryripo, It ehould 
be dead ripe only when grown in vory low, 
wot land. I would never save a pound of 
soed grown in this state for planting. After 
trying I have found the boast results with seed 
from Missourt? Texas and Mississippi. The 
geod can be threshed out like wheat, The 
groat difference in the amount of saccharine 
matter yielded, I think is more on acconnt of 
the way it is handled and the juice worked 
out and bandied than on the land used or the 
mothod ot cultivation, though it ia doubtless 
affected by these, by the season, a dry one 
being boast, and by tho seed. I plant by 
hand, and every one should take especial 
osre not to plant too deep. Most drills 
do this. A quarter of an inch below the sur- 
face ia onough. Commorcial measures are 
useful in giving the young plant a start. Ani- 
mal manure put on the yoar of planting I do 
not think advantageous, In cleaning the 
best method is to have a coil of steam pipe in 
tho deficator which, aftor it has raised the 
sap to 180° I, can be removed, Tho limo 
can then best be applied, and after five or ton 
minutes the cleansed sap drawn by a siphon 
into a settling vat bofore being placed in the 
condensing pans, Latrip the cane to the tield 
by atriking off the leaves with a lath or four.

Spring has opened up with all its bright, 
lively and invigorating force ; the snow has 
altogethor dimppeared, tho streams; ravines 
and riyors aro all flowing with » good force of 
water, and the ice in the Iakes and large 
ponds is gradually melting and giving place 
to ducks, goose, and other specimens of wild 
waterfowl, Tho hills, plains and valleys aro 
glad! donning vature’s fresh groon glothing, 
he loud chirping and singing of tho sma 
birds mako ovorything appear glad: All 
nature seems to haye assumed the ploasing 
vesture of spring time, and farmers. have 
been sowing grain for a fortaight. Tho wea- 
ther has been highly suitable for the work. 
We have boon fayored with’ thres weeks of 
beautiful warm, dry weather, drawing the 
frost out of the ground toa considerable 
dopth, and if the summer proves as favorable 
as the spring, farmers hore can expect a large 
yield, and it is to be hoped that present in- 
dications may hold out, for it is certain a 
large acreage will be sown this year, 

PRAIRIE FILES 


are very provalent at this season of the year, 
and unless proper precautionary measures are 
taken to guard against them there is a heavy 
riskto run, We have them onall sides of us 
jast at present. In the day the only traces 
of them to bs seen are the immense ts of 
smoke ascending from the grass upward, while 
at night the whole horizon is bordered bya 
narrow red flame of fire that can be seen for 
a distance of from five to fifty miles away. 
At my time of writiny, 3:30 o'clock a. m., the 
grass upon arange of hilis some forty miles 
west of Oak River, and fifty-tivetmiles west 
of Rapid City, is burning furiously. The 
whole district ap # to be wrapped: in one 
red taming mantle, It is such a beautifal 
aight to behold, but verrible in its result, from 
tho fact that it renders lifeless countless, mil- 
lions of thoro extremely affectionate insects 
commonly known down east as the

easy matter to guard against these tires, par- 
ticularly in the open prairie, and where 
ple provide for their own safety they can sit 
within their houses and allow the flame to 
flicker and its whirri*y section*to roar. For 
aahort time all may be oommotion witbout, 
while peace reigns guietly within. With a 
strong wind the flames will travel as fast as 
12 miles an hour, and in some districts in this 
country that means tive hours to prepare for 
its coming. The usual; and in fact the onl 
made practised by the people here is to bree 
from five to ten furrows about 20 feet apart, 
then burn the grees in the intervening # 
so that it will be impossible for the fire to 
cross, a8 thero is no graes-or stubble within 
that space to conduct the flames further.

season, as they burn off all the old long grass 
and give the fresh and new a better chance 
to grow, making pastures better, and improy- 
ing the haycrop. The fires are so just 
now that wo do not deem it advisable for all 
of us to retire for the night with such a mass 
of flames on all sides of us, and in view of the 
situation we, four of us, take watch tours of 
two hours each, so that the alarm may be 
giyen in proper time. You can sec the flames 
for a great distance, aud yet they appear to 
be so near that almost every minute you im- 
agine they are right upon you, and that it is 
nesessary to turn out and do battle against 
thom. More than once through the night we 
were all called out foraction. We had every- 
thing in readiness to check the flames, or ra- 
ther to change their course of travel, but 
weren't we greatly astonished next day to tind 
that the bright Tight that gave us eo much 
annoyance the night before was on the south 
of us some 25 miles off, the west from 7 to 50 
miles, north 4, and the oast 15. Yer all the 
time the fire appeared to be not over a mile 
away, as tho motion of the flames actuated by 
tho wind was quite discernible by us, In- 
tending settlers should not stand in fear of 
prairie tires, as the way of avoiding harm is

His intentions are to form a 
company with a paid-up capital of $400,000 
to fence in 224 farms of 160 acres cach ; to 
break up 40 acreson each farm; to builda 
good house and ateck each lot with 30 miloh 
cows. All those farms aro tobe served by a 
narrow gauge railway (two feet wide), with a 
etation at every farmer's door, The railway 
is to be 334 miles in length with 58 stations, 
It is intended to collect the milk twice daily 
for six months or longor, and to raise all the 
calves instead of doaconing thom, as practised 
in dairy districts in America, and to build an 
immenge cheese and butter factory for man- 
ufacturiug cheddar, stilton, and grayere cbecse 
from the produce of 6,700 cows, This scheme

ORD BEACONSFIELD. 


Mr. Gladstone's 'I'ribute to the Dead 
Statesman. 
fk MOTION FUR A MONUMENT CALRIED, 

Lonvon, May 9,—In the Commons to-day 
Mr. Gladstone moved an address praying the 
Crown to provide for a monamont jn Weat- 
minster Abboy to Lord Beaconsfield, He 
asked the House not to make it a subject of 
partisan discussion, Mr, Labouchere o) 
posed the motion, which was adopted by 380 
to 54. A similar motion by Kart Granville 
in the House of Lords was carried without 
discussion, 

On moving tho grant for the Boaconetield 
monumont Mr, Gladstono said, regarding his 
own conduct, that he had considered it his 
duty not to yield te the temptation to estab- 
lisb a now precedent for complimentary ob- 
servances which might cause embarassment 
in the futuro, He was not aware that in any 
previous case the House had been called upon 
to pay a maik ot honor toa Minister it. o 
sharply oppesed. ‘The House had to look to 
two questions only, whether the object of the 
Ppropoved tribute had sustained a great his- 
torical part and done great deeds written on 
the pages of parliamentary and national his- 
tory, and whether he acted with the fall 
sanction and observed the orders of the 
nation, He thought there could not bea 
shadow of doubt in answoring both questions 
in tho affirmative, despite the sherp change 
manifested at the late elections, The author- 
ity by virtuo of which the late Lord Beacona- 
field had acted emanated from the same frane 
chise of free constitution as that which 
maintained the present Government, who 
endeavoured with the same sincerity to 
promote the grandeur of the country, The 
career of Earl Beaconstield was in mah 
respects the most remarkablo in the Eog- 
lish parliamentary history. The only one 
comparable to it as regards the won- 
der it was calculated to excite was Pitt's, 
Lord Beaconstield’s name was associated with 
great constitutional changes. Mr. Gladstone 
said he would never scruple to admit that the 
solution of the question of the alteration of 
the franchise was largely due to Lord Beacons- 
ficld’s personal influence. Looking, not ag a 
friend and admirer, but impartially, at the 
magnitude of the part Lord Beaconsfield play- 
ed for seven yoara ia European affairs on be- 
half of England, he had no’ ‘doubt the man 
who duriog that time sustained office, and for 
thirty years lod a great party, and interested 
the general heart to the extent manifested 
during his illnesé and at his funeral, should 
be commemorated, Although himeelf separ. 
ated from Lord Beaconstield by a longer and 
larger divergence than perhaps ever existed 
between two persons #o constantly in contact 
yet he had pleasure in dwelling on his great 
qualities, on his extraordinary intellectual 
powers, which all would do well to remember, 
on the strength of will and persistency of pur- 
pose manifested throughout his career, on his 
stroug sympathy with his race, and kindness 
to struggling literary genius. Hlis firm con- 
viction was that Lord Beaconslicld was never 
actuated by personal antipathy towards him- 
self. (Loud cheers.) Sir Stafford Northcote 
in soconding the motion said Mr. Gladstone 
had already erected s monument better than 
marble, 

Mr, Bright, Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Charles 
Dilke, Mr. Trevelyan, and Mr. Courtney ab- 
stained from voting on the motion for the 
Beaconstield monument,

Ashton Moas, Brief accounts of the opera- 
tions conducted by tho Company have from 
time to time appeared in our columns, the 
circumatancos being notable not only from the 
prospect in vies, but also latterly from tho 
extraordinary depth to which the shaft has 
boon carried, The company consists of the 
Karls of Starmnford and Warrington, Mr. Bon- 
jamin Whitworth, M. P., Mr. Joho Greens- 
wood (Mauchoster).Mr, Josoph Walker (Man- 
cheator), and Mr, James Wyllie (London). 
In 1874 tho company commenced sinking 
operations with the view of finding the 4 foot 
mine which was boing workea in other parte 
of the coal field. Ata depth of 450 yards the 
migo was proved, and several headings were 
driyen by way of torting the bed, which, how- 
over, waa found to be not of sufficient thick- 
ness to bo workable, The proprietors did not 
boild their hopos upon this mine, and, noth- 
ing despairing, mado preparations for sinking 
& shaft 250 yards decper~ in all 700 yards. 
This depth, greater than that of the Astloy 
Deep Pit, having been reached, and not haviog 
‘oyectakea any coal of a workablo characted, 
the engineers, not, it will be imagined. with- 
out some misgivings, directed that borings 
should be taken. Accordingly, boring opera- 
tions wore bogun, the results of which were 
such that orders were yiveu to sink farthor. 
The consummation of al this labor, perseyer- 
ance aud expense was witnessed last Saturday 
when, just six years after the ground was 
first broken, the workers touched the Great 
Mine, a seam of coal six feet thick, and lying 
at adepth of 896 yards from tho surfaco, or 
597 yards including the scam itself. ‘The 
seain is believed to bo «a continuation without 
any intervening fault of the mines which are 
at prosent being worked on the east side of 
Manchester, At a depth of 950 yardelics the 
Roger Mine,four feet thick, and below this 
supposed to exist soveral workablo seams of 
coal inuluding the Black Mine and the Cannel 
Mine, both of which are yot at Ashton, |The 
coal is # house fire coal, with cooking proper- 
ties, and is most valuable for position, (being 
40 near a large centre of population), available 
quantity, and excellence, The field that can 
be worked by the company is abont 2, 
acres in extent, extending from Guide Bridge 
to Droyladen on one side, aud on the other 
trom Fairlicld to Ashtom, A second shaft is 
now boing sunk, being indeed but 200 yards 
short of the first sbaft, and when working 
operations have fairly began—which is ex- 
pected to be in six months—the mines are 
caloulated to yreld from 1,500 to 2,000 tons 
per day, and plant is being put down with 
that view. In the sinkiog operations the 
miners have encountered no fewer than sixty 
seams or strata of coal, cannel, or shale, vary- 
ing from threo inches to more than two feet 
in thickness, but none until now of a workablo 
character. Tho temperature taken at a depth 
of 860 yards was 78° Fabr. The Great Mine 
—the one whioh has just been proved—has 
been worked from the outcrop to withioa 
distance of 2,000 yards at the Lord’s Field 
Colliery aud about 1,000 yards by the Dukio- 
field Coal and Cannel Company, ‘fair rise and 
dig.” Tho first named pit pierces the seam 
vertically at a depth of 130 yards, and the 
Chappel and Dewsnap pits of the latter com- 
pany strike it at about 250 yards. Ia com- 
parison with other pits, the Ashton Moss Pit, 
aw already stated, isthe deepest in England. 


The sinkiogs and borings have penetrated to 


a depth of 1,050 vards ; the sinkiogs aloue 
have reached 895 yards, and this will be in- 
creased to 950 yards. The Astley Deop Pit, 


at Dukinfield, 1s about 686 yards deep, whilst 
the Rose Bridge Pit, at Wigan, and the Moss 
Pit, situated 1n the same locality —whioch have 
hitherto been reckoned the deepest in the 
country—extend to a depth of about 850

A Whale Attacks a Bark in Mid- 
ocean. 


(From the Baltimore American.) 


The bark Anna arrived in Ballast from 
London yesterday to Read, Lauder & Co., 
aftor a most eventful Voyage. One of the 
principal incidents is entered u 
tain’s log-book, as follows: ‘Feb. 28,3 p. 
m,, latitude 42 deg. 31 min. north, longitude 
35 deg. wost, hard gale blowing and ship 
running under lower foretopsail and main- 
sail, sighted a large whale over bows, The 
fish bore down on us, and atruek the ship on 
the port side of the stem and knocked the 
forepart into matches and kiodling-wood ; 
sounded pumps, but no leak : whale went off, 
leaving a track of blood behind.” Capt Mc- 
Phail states that he was sufprisel at tho 
whale dashing into a large ship in mid-ocean, 
He says wheu he first saw tho big fish she 
was rolling and spouting water fifteen feet 
high Hehad not then any idea she would 
charge the vessel, but soon discovered that 
the whale meant business. As the whale 
came on he luffed a little to prevent it striking 
tho side of the vessel and ripping a plank off, 
It dashed by and just gave one alsp with its 
tail that fairly kaocked the cutwater of the 
boat off from the eleven inch mark to the 
keel. He thinks it was stanned and hurt.

‘Yhe Government and Railway 
Lands. 

At the recent visit of Mr. Goorge Stephen 
to Ottawa the preliminaries of the matual ar- 
rangement between the Government and 
Syndicate as to immigration and the sale aod 
sottloment of Janda wore agreed upon. The 
Syndicate havo advertised their lands at $2.50 
per aore with a rebate of half that price per 
acre for so much as iv improved within five 
yoars. The Government have decided to 
place the rate per acre for pre-emptions at 
$2,50 alao, but without rebate, inasmuch as 
they offer afroo homestead to oach actual 
settler. Five or six yours will be allowed for 
payment for Goveromont land preempted. 
This, it ia thonght, will so far equalize tho 
two systema that compact colonies will be 
formed ou Jands of the Syndicate and Gov- 
ernment together. Though tho schome is 
understood to have been definitely agroed 
upon, it awaits the sanction of the Council 
mooting to-morrow. Ex-Governor Morrie is 
in Ottawa with Mr, Carroll, recently arrived 
from Scotland, negotiating with the Goyern- 
mont fora tract of land on which to establish 
a colony of Scottish immigrants, ‘They want 
a tract op or near the line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which they will select when 
terms have been agreed upon, It is the inten. 
tion of the promoters to place one hundred 
familios on the location during the summer, 
and to give employment to thosewho wish it 
in oreoting houses and proparing tho lands for 
crop in roadinoss fora larger body to come 
noxt yoar, ‘Chey will thon furpish immi- 
grants with improved homesteads, with dwell- 
ing to be paid for in cash, instalments, or labor, 
as may best suit the individual immigrants,

Mauure Cellars and Sheds. 


Manure being inSisponsablo to the farm, its 
production and good management, when made, 
are very important. It cannot be! so well 
kopt in any other way as in cellars or covered 
yards, A collar ia the more convenient of the 
two, because much handling of the manure is 
saved, Mach prejudice has been caused 


against manure collars by the costly. failures. 


which have been mad’ by those who’ have 
spent money for show rather than for use, and 
who have been badly advised by persons that 
have taken advantage of their williogneas to 
spend money for pretentious and showy build- 
ings. ‘There are cellars’ which have cost thou- 
sands of dollara, that are walled with cat 
atone, and floored with flags of cobble stones 
bedded incement, Some of these cellars have 
been arranged with a view to make them 
tributary to irrigation by liquid ‘manure, a 
rocess which sa yot our methods’ ofsgricul- 
ure are not prepared for. 

There is no need to blame the cellar itself 
for these failures, for it may be built cheaply 
and made very useful for the saving and 
preparation of manure. The wall and the ex- 
cavation alone are needed, and every barn 
should staud upou some kind of a wall for a 
foundation. If built upon a hillside, the 
eXcayation should not cost much, and in 
fact may be mado to pay the cost by the im- 
provement of the ground below it, ag the 
earth removed may be used to grade up 
around the building, and a leyel yard may 
be made where formerly an inconvenient 
slope existed. The cost of the walls will be 
a very small sum as compared with the ad 
vantages gained. I would choose a man 
cellar for its own special purpose alone, and 
oot for a shelter for awine or for apy other 
contingent uses, and would guarantee that 
it would pay a handsome interest on its cost. 
It need have no cemented floor, or be made 
a receptacle for the mass of liquid slush, for 
the liquids which naturally escape from thé 
stalls can be easily absorbed by the solid 
contents; neither need it be made offensiye 
to sight or smell,

should be! made slightly hollow and need not

Manure should consist io a 
largo part of litter of some kind, by which it 
is made looser and epsier to spread; ita moré 
open texture too assists the decomposition, 
and with litter grated floors are useless. 
Their purpose is solely to pass the’ unthixed 
droppings shrough into the cellar, where these 
accumulate in the shape of soft slush, difficult 
to handle or use in any way. With sufficient 
littor the heaps of manure which falls .from 
the trap doors may be spread and mixed with 
still more materials for composting, at inter- 
vals of a few days, The fact is, it a cellar is 
made and kept for the single purpose of aay- 
ing manure, it will be found convenient and 
useful; but if it ia made to serve other pur- 
poses as well, it will be apt to fail in all.t 
It is a question if coVered yards can be made 
te pay their cost as yot, They ard dobtleds 
vory convenicnt,and where cattle are kept in 
yards a considerable portion of thetime they 
may bo found desirable ; but for mere protec: 
tion for manure they will be found too costly, 
and at the present time the existing arrange: 
mvnts of yards aod buildings woald acldom 
admit of theic use. In some casos whore 
thore is not a sufficient water supply, and 
yardé are to be newly arranged, sheds may be 
profitably used undor which to store manure 
A number of cattle sheds forming a hollow 
équare may open a ventral yard, over the 
middle of which an open shed may be built. 
The root of this and the other sheds would 
gather a large quantity. of water, Every 
square foot of aren covered would supply 26 
gallons yearly, with a fall of 42 inches, With 
an area of 10 by 10 foot for each cow,a supply 
of 7 gallons a day would be provided from this 
source alone, which is entirely adequate if 
groon food is used a portion of the season, The 
manure from the opttle sheds would be wheel: 
ed out to the covered portion of the. yard; 
whore it would be trodden by the cattle, and 
worked up into excellent condition, The coat 
of such ab arrangement is Yory reasonable, A 
sufficiently good ahed for cattle may be put up

My oxperionce oxtends only to the Muskoka 
and Nipissing districts, the counties of Hali- 
barton, Victoria, and Potorborougb,—but J 
have, in company with a few friends, paid 
that section a visit every fall for the last six- 
toon or cighteon yours, doing a little hunting 
aud fishing, having a good deal of canooing 
and camping out, and returning home in bet- 
ter humor with ourselyes and. all mankind, 
We go ostensibly to haot deer, which, being 
something to look forward to, carries us over 
many trials and hardships. Some of our trips 
extond 75 or 100 miles into the wilderness, in 
canoes, with fiftoon or twonty * portages” or 
**carries’’ of from one hundred yards to throo 
miles in Jength, aud varying’ from a good In- 
dian trail through a clean, dry, and compara. 
tively level hardwood forest, to'a climb over 
# rocky ridgo four or five hundred feet high, 
and apy amount of fallen timber, or through 
an almont impassable cedar swamp, fall of 
roots to trip onc overy step, and sink-holes 
which haye even a greater tendency to bend 
one headlong, especially if he has a fifteen foot 
canoe on his shoulders, and his hands occupied 
with rifle, otc. ‘These inconveniences are 
passed over lightly, and are forgotten in an- 
ticipation of soon hearing the exhilarating 
music of the hounds, 

On returning to camp in the evening, the 
following and sitnilar remarks are frequently 
heard :—‘'I never h.ard a sound of deer or 
dogs allday, Jf Lcould have only heard the 
dogs giving tongue for awhile, I should have 
been quite satisfied 1” The country is princi- 
pally composed of granite ridges, cedar swamps, 
and small lakes, with an occasional stretch of 
hardwood The lakes are so numerous thet 
thore are said to be no less than fifty-two in 
one particular township, therefore the only 
possible method of huntiag deer in the fall is 
by hounding them, and they canhardly run a 
milé in any dircotion without comibg to a 
lake or rivor, Some few are shot in the 
Woods, but nearly all after they have taken to 
water, 

My experiedce goes to show that shooting 
on ruoways is pleasant sport for the htater, 
U he be a good aad quick shot, but it is rather 
the reverso fur the poor deer. Itisno exag- 
geration te say that pot one in twenty aro 
kulled in their tracks,” that we so often read 
about, perhaps 50 or 75 per cent. are wound- 
cd; a few may not go more than two hundred 
or three hundred yands, the greater number 
can travel for miles bofore being overtaken b 
the doga and worried to death, or being lett 
to'dio by inches, in cither caso the hucter 
never hearing any more of thom, 

The other mothod, shooting {thei in the 
lakes here, calls for uo little skill and judg- 
ment. ‘The lakes are mostly small, the lar. 
A deer can 
swim'them almost before the hunter dare 
show himself, and when pushed they swim 


almost as fast as a man can paddle ‘a canoe. 


In proof of this 1 know it to be a rare thing 
in our country for a party of five or wix gen- 
tlemen, with as many guides, to kill more 
than eight or nine deer 1n a two weeks’ trip, 
it being a common oceurrence for one or two 
members of a party to neyer see a deer on 
the whole trip, except those brought to camp 
by their more unfortunate companions, Your 
correspondent, “‘Adrion Ondack,” is about 
right when he says, ‘Deer have many ways 
of fooling both doga and mén.” If sowe of 
those gentlemen who talk of “being paddled 
up to a deer to slaughter it in the water,’ 
would learn to “paddle their owa cauoe,” and 
rely on their own resources to get the deer, 
and leaye their guide at the camp to have 
dinner ready oa their retura, or make him 
solf otherwise useful, I rather think there 
would be less of this kind of talk, unless it 
came from some of the disappointed ones ! 
When s mao does get within easy shooting 
distence of a deer im the water, the deer is 
almost always killed, preventing further suf- 
fering to the animal, and making it of ser- 
vice as food, 

Still-huating is practised here atter the 
first sow fall, which usually occurs about 
the end of October, away into the close of 
the season, by both scttlers and pot hunters, 
the latter killing them by wholesale and 
selling the meat to the lumber shanties at 
four conts a pound, When it becomes a drug 
there they ship it to a market, or as much of 
it as does pot spoil. I have known two men 
to kill more deer than a lumber gang of fifty 
men could be induced to eat. It is consider- 
ed poor work indeed if each hunter cannot 
average oue deer a day, Sundays included. 
In one cage, inthe back part of the county of 
Peterborough, one still hunter killed nine 
deer in one day, 

It is a very rure thing indeed to hear of 
sportsmen etill-huntivg in this section of the 
country, (Che weather 1a so very changeable, 
tho country so very difficult of access when 
the lakes are partly frozen up, and life in a 
tent not very ploasant just then, 

Deer have 4 worse enemy than tho pot- 
hunter in our country, Wolves probably de- 
atroy moro than all other ayencies combined 
With a crust on the deep snow, the poor deer 
are completely at their mercy. We have a 
Government bounty of four dollars, which is 
sometimes supplemented by a township or 
oonnty bounty of two dollars, for the scalps 
of wolves. I ¢an safely say ten deer are kill- 
od by cottlers and pot-huntera to one killed 
by sportsmen, 

Doer congregate or herd in ‘yards’ during 
the conti nuance of deop snow in the wintes 
io ths lumber woods, where there is plenty of 
fallen timber to browse on, or until dispersed 
by two-footed or four-footed wolves, They 
soom only to diminish on the approach of the 
settler, thore boing a4 many to-day as thore 
wore twelve or fourtoon years ago on some of 
our vld huntiog- grovads notas yet invaded 
by the advancing footatops of civilization, 1t 
is & noteworthy fact, in this connection, that 
after tho lumbermen have culled the best 
timbor offfrom a section, and moyed farther 
on, deer have again become plentiful. Tcould 
name o party, partly New Yorkers and ar tly 
Canadians, Whose expenses ob a two Gooka 
trip to Muskoks, last October, gxooaded 
$1,000 after leaving Torontd. Sottlera got all 
tho venison they waot,'and do not bogrudge 
the few deer killed by the sportamoo, for 
Which they are go woll repaid by having these 
littlo oxtrau thrown in their way.

First Roport of the Belleville Oity 
Mission. 


READ IN ‘THE ST, ANOKEW'S PRESB, CHURCH, 
ON TURSDAY, MAY 177ru, 1881. 

City Mivsion work hes cooupicd my mind 
for about 10 years, so much so that wherever 
I wes stationed I did this work more or lers 
as far as time would s''ow me, nanely, going 
from houae to housg, itrespootive of donum':- 
ational dilforences, and Irboring thus I felt 
God's blessings reating upon me, I never had 
a shadow of a doubt that a good work «ould 
bo dono iu that way, rnd I had the impres- 
sion that in duc time God would open my 
way to bo fully ongaged in it I waited 
pationtly, praying that Ho would in the mean- 
timo prepare and qualify me for the d'ucharge 
of a duty go great and important, aud that 
He would ive mo the wi!lingaess t» conke- 
crato myself to the work whenever called to 


do it, 

In May, 1880, while cal!og on the Rov. 
M. W. MoLean, our coaversaUon led to the 
subject of City Mission work, nomely, visit- 
ing from house to hones, spre-lirg tracts, 

rsonal conversation on the sabject of re- 

igion and individual application thereto. 
We were of one mind ay to the work'ng 
of such a m‘ssion and to tho great and fica! 
bonetit as its revult. Having never opened 
my mind freely to othe.s on the subject, and 
not knowing the opivion of aay one partica- 
‘arly, 1 felt vory much oncouraged by this 
conversation, and from that time 1 bol‘eved 
God would according t» His good pleayure 
open my way. 

I began t> make City Mission work mora 
then ever a subject of meditation and prayer, 
and the moro I thought upon its greatness 
and importance, the more I real’zed the as- 
surance of the blescel results which wovld 
flow from it. ™ 
_ As my charge in the Bible Christian Church 
in this city wes sma!'l,outside work wes ne-3- 
eland building up wes neoussrry, I found 
here a great tield of usefulacsa before me, rud 
Icould ocoupy al! my spare timo visiting espec- 
jally non-c urch goers, ; 

One day I wes led to yirit South Bellevi'le, 
the neighcorho-d of South John, Wharf and 
Church Stre ts. Going through these stree*» 
spreaivg tracts for the firet time, a gieat 
many boys aod girls followed me, and their 
litle voices, Jike so meny birds, could be 
heard, ‘Give me some ‘rac’s.” They took 
the tracts from house to house, doing their 
work gladly, as could be ceen by their glittr- 
ing eyes and by their joyful hests, Thus 
the Lord opened the way, end wherever I 
went the people received me kindly and ac- 
Shay the tracts cheerfully. 

n the mecntime the matter of th's City 
Mirsion work had been spoken of by the 
members ofthe Alliance. Its necessity had 
been felt, and the good iesults that would 
flow from it bai not been doubtad. At lest, 
in the month of June lest year, the matcor 
was officia!ly spoken of, rod cs I was from 
home, I received a letter *that the brethren 
were wishing me t» epgage ‘nit, at the seme 
time they would al’ow me to keep the charge 
of the Bible Chr’stian Charch. When I ro- 
ceived this lotter I felt thar’ ful to God for 
the confidence the brethren pleo.d in moe, 
However, I did not reo my wav clear ‘9 
undertake it, knowicg that while | held a 
charge in corn stion with one paiticular 
brench of the Charch,it could not answer the 
purpose, romely, laboiirg at the come time in 
the intsrest of a non-denominational Cily 
Mission work. I felt also that the confidence 
the Alliance placed in me to do justice to the 
work, and at the same time having a charge 
of a separate congregation, wax more than I 
deserved. Thus the matter remained, I 
worked ss usual, discharged my duly to my 
cong.egation and did my best, by God's aseist- 
ance, to raise the church under my charge. I 
spread tracts 24 I was eccustomed to do, end 
visited non church goers espe. ially, 

In the providence of God a prayer met og 
wes established on Whar! Str. ot, it being the 
result of my first v’sit in the neighborhood of 
South Belleville, The house being small, it 
was thought bost to rent a larger room on the 
corner of Whaifand Church Streets, at one 
dol'ar per month, which was fitted up for the 
uie of public woiship, Special serviees com- 
menced and were continued for four wesks, in 
which most of the city ministers took pari, 
and which wero successful, Regular eervices 
have been held every Sunday at 2:30 o'clock 
and one week evening service, Much of Gci’a 

resence has teen felt, and some gcod has 
baca the result. Iam glad to be able to cay 
that some of those who have attooded th:s0 
services have received a taste for religious 
worship, and seme aie now attending the 
churches of their choice. 

Circumstances which need not te adveited 
to here, at lerg h led mo to resiga my charge 
of the Bible Christian Church, which I held 
until the Conference officially relesscd me,and 
appointed a successor, Onthe 2lst day of 
Feb.uary, havirg received the endorsement 
of the crty m'misters end after informirg the 
Roy. Fathor Farrelly a'so of the object of my 
fature labors io the city, ond inspired by the 
good wil! and sy.npathy of the Evengelical 
Allance and othere,I begea to give my whole 
time to this work. My way was opene] and 
dopondiny upon God for guidanca I proceeded 
ina more systematical way. 

I bogan at the City Jimit>,erst of the King- 
ston Road, from thence westward to Church 
Street, from Church Street noth to Bridge 
Stret,from Bildge Stroet I took all tho streots 
south as far ay Bleecker Avenue, from thence 
to the Grand Trank Station, visiting from 
house to house. 

My visits aro yevorally brief except on spe- 
cial occacioons of sickoesr, inquirers of reli- 
gion or on other simi'ar occasions, My con- 
vereation is on the subject of rel'gion especi- 
ally and is dirested by personal application to 
the wants of those with whom I como fa con- 
tact,tryiog to show the beauty of religion and 
tho benefit of lovieg and serving God fally. I 
have tried by the holp of God to urge by love, 
porsons not acquainted with God to become 
acquainted with Him through Christ, the 
sioper’s friend and prove His loveand mercy, 
doing this I try to watoh favorable oppor- 
tunities, 

I keep « record of the families I visit, the 
church thoy attend, whothor they attend ro- 
qulerly or not, how many children go to 
Sabbath School, and wherever I find those 
who attend nowhore I urge them to go to the 
school in cooncotion with the church which 
thoir paronts attend, I roport the sick, the 
distressed, the inquirors,the non-church goers 
and the stravgers to the city ministers under 
whowo charge thoy are wishing to be placed, 

I have a regular route which I continue 
from house to honse, but make special calls 
to any when requested or when other duties 
oall we to aoe them and afterwards retura to 
my regular route. 

The Tracts I am spreading aro mostly Loaf 
Tracts, with passages of God’s word printed 
in largo type, they scom to be highly approved 
of, being the word of God unmixed.

Mi'ls for God’s cause whichI received with 
thankfulness, Tho pricting is dono hore, 

L atarted with a stock of 12,000 of th». 
treots, besides others which I reosived from 
the Trrot mosey from Miss Bilbrough and 
othors interested in the City Mission Work, 


Sovoral thousands of tracts have been givon 
out, LIbave attended three times a weok 
rogularly until the 16th of March in the City 
Hall to receive parcels for the Home for the 


‘| avy Sabbath School and I 


| Friendlees, and to give poor persons employ 

who were willing to work for their living 
This offort bas beon a success in some mons 
| uro, but L am sorry to easy that not more have 
| been omployed; while Thad the vames of 
those who said they were secking work, aud 
some of thom by all aprearance were willing 
to toil for thoir family’s sipport, only a fow 
came to employ them, IL am certain that if 
the fs © would enovurage this method, and 
would work with mein this or a similar plan 
that may be proposed, much money could be 
saved, idleness would be discouraged, and 
tho doeerving poor could be cas!ly helped by 
helping thomselves, 

Public religious services bave been held 
and a mocting at Bethol Hall arranyed to 
reach passora by,cspecia'ly on Saturday evon- 
ings. Tho hall was given froo of any chargo 
by Mr, Haines, At prosont we occupy the 
hall over Mr. Nathan Jones’, which Mr, 
Joucs has kindly granted mo {roe of ront until 
the 20th day of this month, and I feel it to 
be a duty to express my thankfaness to both 
these gentlemen for their kindness, The hall 
is fitted up and sorvices bave been held regu- 
larly on Tuesday aad Saturday evenings. 

Cottage prayer moetings have been catab- 
lished a1 follows: At South Belleville on 
Sunday afterooop at 2:30 o'clock and in the 
samo neighborhood on Monday evening. On 
Thuraday evening in the neighborhood of 
Flint & Holton’s mill exvending westward. 
On Friday evening in the neighborhood of the 
Grand Trank station, and as thero isa very 
successful cottage prayor meeting already «s- 
tablished and led by Mr, Northrup and others 
in the norsh part of the city extending to the 
south, with tho above named additional 
meetings, the whole city will be surround- 
ed with these services, so that all can easily 
reach them. Iam glad to say that they are 
steadily increaving jn numbers and spiritual 
interest aud influence, 

Accompanied by Mre, Schuster, and with 
the permission of Mr. Gardiner, we held two 
children’s se) vices 'n the Pinnacle St, school. 
The dear ch'!dren were very attentive to the 
ch"dren’s sermon, and It could be seen and 
felt that thoy know the solemouity of the oc- 
casion, The deer sat silence prevailed during 
prayer, and we left them very much on- 
couraged and glad in heait, Thedear boys 
oad gir's are ask'ng me often when we would 
come again to hold snother meeting. 

{ visited e'l the public schcols and with the 

permission of their respect've teachers I took 
the nemes of the children whodo not go to 
them to 
the Superiatendent of the school, plrecing 
them inthe eame charge aud caro. of the 
church which their parents attend. 
. I find as the work is going or new ways of 
usefulnezs are opening before me; and as the 
desire for greator usefulness in the work in- 
crease3, the way ix opened to extend it, so 
much so thata Hall ora large room in| the 
centre of the city will become necersary. | 

So far, a'l srrangements have been left with 
myself. While I am th=nkfal for the confidence 
the A'liance end others placed in me, haviog 
had the full contro) and charge of the work ; 
yot I would prefer the appointment of a Cen- 
tral Committee, thereby effording me the pri- 
vilege of consulting with them when necéssa- 
ry, 3 1 am aware thet ‘“‘in the multitude of 
counsel there js eafety.”” There is no doubt 
that the work will extend more and more. In 
this we must follow the leading of Providence 
—at the s»me time to guard not to go rbead 
of Gcd’s guidance.

VICTORIA CITEESE FACTORY, 


On Tuesday last, your correspondent accept- 
ed an invitation to visit this factory and wit- 
ness the new process of cheese making lately 
introduced there by Mr. Robert Kobinson. 
Chis is what is called the ‘mechanical process,’ 
It consists of a steam ongino and other ma- 
chinery, with a belt running from a pulley at 
the engine to a pulley ona time shaft over- 
bead, to which gearing is attached, running to 
each of the cheese vats in the factory, and 
shafts sot in frame over the vats, attached to 
theso shafts is four agitators, each having two 
flanges or paddles made of galvanized iron, 
When the engine is started theso agitators 
keop the milk in a porfect storm of agitation 
during the process, without injuring the card 
10 ADY way and without manual labor. When 
the maker thinks the curd is perfectly cooked 
ho then runs off the whey and the same ma- 
chinery 18 attached to another instrument 
which grinds the curd and mixes salt in it 
ready for the press, The cost of engine and 
machinery is about $325. The ongioe is four 
horse Meade and wade by Martin & Bros 
Belleville, Tho machinery was patented and 
pet in by A. H. Brintnoll.

Amber Sugar Cane. 


THE RESULE OF A FARMER'S EXPERIENCE, 

Agricultural poople in this section of the 
country are or ought to be, interested in the 
culture of amber sugar cane, and the fol- 
lowing letter from a tarmor ought to bo of 
intorest : 

‘I planted 43 square rods of cano seed on 
the 25th of May 1880. The soil was a light 
sandy loam, in rather poor condition, | 
planted in hilla about throe foot apart, seven 
to eight seeds in a hill, and when the stalks 
were about six inchos high 1 put’ a handful 
of asho# upon oach bill after the first hooing, 
Tho cane grew very slow at firat, but after 
it got fairly started itw progress was very 
fast. Some of it reached a height of from 
10 to 12 feet, The amount of sce required 
for an acre is about threo or four pounds, | 
alxo sowed somo in drills to foed to miloh cows, 
There is not as much bulk to the acre of west- 
ern corn, but the cane produces a larger flow 
of rich milk and is bottor for fattening. It 
does not require s0 mitch soil or as much hoe- 
ing a8 Indian corn. Tt yrows eo fast that it 
is casy to keep free of weeds. It will stand 
more frost and more drought than corn, The 
sood ripened well and camo to maturity about 
the first of October. 

Tho leaves were stripped off by using a 
wooden sword, about two tect long, striking 
down through the hill. The leaves or seeds 
left on will give the syrup ao bitter taste, 
After the leaves are taken off the cane is cut 
and put in bundles of convient size for hand- 
ling, the tops being put together su as to be 
convenie tly cut off with a hay knife or an 
axe, I had about six bbla of seed, which I 
think is better than oats or corn for feeding 
horses Or cattle, Now forthe result or at- 
tempt to manufacture thesyiup, I procured 
the services of a gentleman, who was well 
acquainted with the business, to make a 
wooden mill. His charge was $6.75. I attach- 
eda horse to it and it worked well. Any 
bandy man can make a mill in two days; the 
only great expense is $2 for turning tho roll- 
era, I think wooden rollers are t for a 
person’s own use. They do not extract so 
much juice, but the syrup is of a better color, 
and the cattle will eat the cane and haye, the 
bonetit of what romains, O-e galvanized iron 
pan did duty for an evaporator. I could boil 
100 gallons Pes day. aving strained the 
juice through a two ply flannel, then filtered 
through clean rye straw and boiled, the roe- 
sult was anice light brown syrup nearly equal 
to that of the maple, 

Part of it was sold for $1 per gallon; 75 
cepts per gallon, wholesale, was offered for it 


Thy receipts were $65.70 and expenses $13 ; 
Jeaving a profit of $52.60 from the 43 square 
rods, 

From the experience of the past season I 
think the growing of this variety of sugar 
cane a perfect success, LI think the timo is 
not far distant when we will produce all the 
tyrup and sugar we repuire in this country.

Raising Strawberries. 


The strawberry stands at the head of the 
small fruits in all the qualities of excellence, 
each of which it has in perfection. It ia 
healthfal, and affords the greatest pleasure ion 
eating, while for beauty and fragranco it has 
no rival, It is also easily grown, and very 
productive, yielding a large profit where the 
circumstances all favor ; but this Jast is rarely 
the case, for there is no plant that has so 
mavy requirements, and is subject to so many 
mishaps. Besides the attack of insects, under 
and above ground, and the thievery of birds 
and boys, there is the harm of exposure to the 
winter winds, the fierconess of the sun's heat 
in summer, the danger of frost at the flower- 
ing time, and drouth. Drouth and the sun's 
heat are the worst enemics of the strawberry 
in our hot, dry climate. With all this and 
more to contend with, is it a wonder that so 
little general success attends its cultivation ? 
Xet all this may be sufficiently overcome to 
make the crop as reasonably certain as any, 
and then few crops equal it in profit, What 
is expended on the cost of labor is made up 
in the less amount of land required to grow it, 
sq that any one having land, however little, 
may grow this delicious fruit, and do it profit- 
ably as well as with pleasure, if he is rational 
in his taste, the pleayure affording a stimulus 
to its carefal cultivation, 

The soil for strawberries wants to be drain- 
ed, if not dry, and deeply worked, so the roots 
of the berry can extend well down. If possi- 
ble select a place where the sun has less effect, 
as where the ground inclines to the north or 
east ; never, it it can be avoided, to the south 
or west, which exposes the land to the full 
rigor of the sun. The worst time in the day 
is from twelve to five o'clock, ‘The forenoon 
sun does but little harm, asthe ground is cool 
and absorbs the heat. A valley where the 
wind has little access and the sun full force, 
should be avoided, If the soil is dark, all the 
worse, as it draws tho heat. It is for this 
reason (exposure to the hot sun) that the atraw- 
berry so soon runs out, having but one or two 
seasons. Mr. Hudson, our market gardener, 
with his hot, exposed ground, gets but one 
crop from a setting, thus necessitating yearly 
planting. I have strawberry hills that are six 
years old, bearing better crops the last three 
years than the first three ; they are on the east 
wide of tho building, and thus protected from 
the afternoon sun, Any partial shade that 
lessens the heat of the sun is an advantage. 

Do not make the soil overrich, as a plant 
pusbed in its growth will set less fruit bude 
aud more leayos, some of the buds that would 
otherwiso be fruit turning to leaves. Make a 
fair to good growth, and have this growth as 
uniform as porsible ; this is aided much by 
frequent ghitivation and keeping the runners 
off. Set the plants two and a half feet apart 
both ways, The best time to set out is in 
July or August or as soon as the young plants 
can be sufficiently yrown. This, with after 
care, will make a strong plant by fall, and in 
the seas n following bear a good crop. To 
grow unusually large tine berries manure the 
plants about blossoming time; do it pretty 
frooly. Liquid manure acta more promptly. 
jt may be made by filling a tube with strong 
atablo manure end loach the strength out with 
water, as lyo is obtained from ashes. This, 
next to a proper location (lessening the heat 
of tho sun), is the most important part in tho 
treatment of the strawberry, The greatest 
strain upon the plant is in growing the fruit, 
the effect of which 14 s0en in the lesseping of 
the size and quality of the berry as the ond of 


the bearing poriod is approached, tho last 
piokings or two being almost worthless. This 
offort so oxbauste the plant that it requires 


: | 
woveral weeks to reat it, in which it makes lit- 


tle or no growth, By manuring it well at the 
commencement of the bearing poriod the plant | 
will be sustained, and the borrios will not only 
bo larger, but continue so, the last picking 
being as good, or very nearly as yrod, as the 
firat, the plant requiring no season of rost. 
Keop cultivating and cutting off runnors 
during the summer, If the soil is olay, work 
in some tine vegetablo matorial, liko loaf mold 
from the woods, or muck or chaff, This will 
make tho soil light and improve the berry, | 
both in sizo and Bnsliey lt will aluo do to 
apply on sandy soil. Plant the Waleon or 
Charles Downing ; they are the two best sorts, 
all things considered ; they are reliable. Other 


sorts that have been found succesaful in the 
locality may be grown, if preferred. If theso

ROOM PAPER. 


Hitherto the abundance of natural timber 
in this country has made it easy to dispense 
with timber culture, and for the most part 
our land owners have taken little interest in 
such slow growing crops This state of things, 
however, is rapidly passing away. The de- ; 
mand for special woods for manufacturing HE LARGEST STOCK OF 
purposes is steadily and rapidly increasing, 
while the natural supply is diminishing and 
must ultimately become quite inadequate, 
Meauwhbile there are millions of acres of laud 
suitable for timber culture and for nothi 
else, except poor pasturage, that our lan 
owners are allowing to lie waste and idle for 
lack of a little forethought, and too frequent- 
ly our would-be thrifty farmers will risk their 
surplus means in wild-cat speculations, pro- 
mising but never yielding large and speedy 
returns, when the same money spent io plant- 
ing timber would soon convert their worth- 
less swamps and stony places into valuable 
properties. 

A correspondent tells of a piece of Jand 
that was planted with walnut 23 years ago. 
‘This land was flooded every spring and sum- 
mer, and was unfit for ordinary cultivation. 
The trees aro now from 16 to 20 inches 
through, and haye been sold for $27,000. No 
particulars are given as to the cost of planting 
the grove or the amount of attention it has 
had during the years of growth, There can 
be little doubt, however, that the investment 
Was small in comparison with the return, and 
the land would otherwise have remained en- 
tirely unproductive ; to the country, the 
timber crop was so much clear gain. It is 
clear that our national resources might be on- 
ormously increased by a similar utilization by 
tiober culture of lands which are now unui 
and unproductive ; and the planters will find 
their groves a surer investment for the secur- 
ity of their family possessions than any sav- 
ings bank deposit.—Scientific American.

Srr,-—-Would it not be well for tho Com- 
mittee appointed by tho city to look after 
capitalists for the purpose of starting manu- 
facturing ioterests in our olty andin that way 
try to and bring our city to its formor stato of 
prosperity, to take into consideration tho 
great facilitics presonted to us by tho calm 
waters of the Bay of Qainte of makiog Bello- 
ville a port of transhipmont ? 

Kingston has been for yoara the genoral 
port of transhipmc nt, and all grain bought in 
the west bound for either Montreal or Liver- 
pool, owing to Montreal being one day (by 
steam navigation) nearer Liverpool than New 
York and tho St. Lawrence Navigation Route 
a great deal quicker than the Erie Canal, 
tinds ita way through oar lakes to Kingston, 
where it is traushipped and sent to Montreal 
and Quebec in barges. But the great difli- 
culty and risk io this matter is that often 
times schooners lic at Kingston harbor for 
from one day to ten days, waiting for a conven- 
iont time for unloading, aud act as floating 
storehouses ; and often times are obliged to 
ran over to Oswego and unload there and send 
their cargoos down to New York by the 
canal, We all know Kingston is an open 
harbor and when the wind is blowing off the 
Inko it is impossible to unload there, and hay- 
ing no other place to go tho vessels go to 
Oswego aod we lose the rest of tho freight. 
Now as tho Murray Canal is a certainty, 
what better thing could be done than to 
make Belloville the port of transhipment in- 
stead of Kingston? Elevators could be bu lt 
along our harbor, or floating elevators could 
be made, and being an inland port could 
be worked at all times and shippers would 
not be delayed, as in Kingston; but could 
unload at any time and go baok through the 
canal to Chicago, while the barges could be 
towed down the bay. This is a branch of 
trade that I think Belleville well adapted for, 
and I think well worthy the consideration of 
the Committee, If this would be done Belle- 
ville would be the principal shipping port in 
Ontario,

The Late Fire 


Farther Particulars. 


Treston, May 19th, 1881. 

Gilmour's mill, which was burned yesterday, 
was built in 1852, and has consequently stood 
for « pericd of twenty-nine years and during 
that time not a single conflagration of any 
magnitude occurred until yesterday. At one 
time no one had the slightest hope that any 
part of tho mill could be saved as the wood- 
work beneath the tin roof was all ina blaze, 
and the fire was raging among the machinery 
on tho second floor, but the large force of 
men present, and several yentlemen from 
West Trenton, including the Mayor and fire- 
men determined to get control of the fiery 
element and worked with uoflagging energy, 
some of them standivg on the second floor in 
the very midst of the fire, doing thoir best 
to subdue it with buckets and hose, 

On account of the tin roof no sparks flew, 
and consequently no damage was done to the 
lumbor piles, although some of thom were with- 
in sixty feet of the mill. 

After tho tiro it was ascertained that uot 
nearly as much damage was done as was at 
firat Pokaan and it is now thought that 
the loss will bo covered by the insurance $75,- 
000, All the boilers are intact, and only one 
ofthe engines damaged slightly by the roof 
falling in on it.

It ia a woll known fact that forests vory 
greatly influence the rain-fall in the dis- 
tricts oyer which they extend, and it is 
equally woll known that in all parts of this 
continent the forests haye been cut down 
so ruthlessly that a very unfavorable effect 
has been the result. Consequently moans 
are now being devised to remedy tho evil, 
as faras possible, Tho only method of do- 
jng so 1s the planting of trees in those dis- 
tricts which have been stripped to too great 
an extent of their arboreous covering,andas 
this system has been tried with good etfect 
in other countries —especially in Prussia— 
there ought to be no hesitation in following 
the same practice in Canada. A contom- 
porary gives the following notable instances 
' of the influence of tree planting on the rain 
fall :—‘*The town of Valencia, in South 
America, is situated a milo and a half from 
wlake which was surrounded by a dense 
forest. ‘The trees were cut down, and in 
thirty years the lake had receded four miles 
and ahalf. The trees were afterwards re-

The subject of tree planting has of late 
received a good deal of attention in this 
Province. The Council of the Agricultural 
and Arts Association of Ontario at its last 
meeting decided to offer two prizes of 330 
and $20 for the best ys on ** tho best 
methods of preserving our forests and the 
variotios of trees best suited for planting,” 
and these essays are to be read and discussed 
at a public meeting of all who choose to 
attend, to be held on the evening of the 
first Wednesday during the Provincial Ex- 
hibition in London, next September. 

The Agricultural Commission took s Jarge 
amount of evidence upon the subject, those 
who testified before the Commissioners 
recommending the hard maple, black wal. 
nut, butternut, hickory, white ash, English 
ash, pine, European larch, Norway spruce, 
and white spruce, It isto be hoped that 
the work of replanting will be largely gone 
into, as it cannot fail to prove highly profit- 
able.

But, knowing the 
flimsy construction ofithe ‘craft, which he 
commanded—knowing, as he himaelf aays, 
that two other stenmers would arrive with- 
in a very short time—he sliould have kept 
his steamer atthe wharf until the arrival

ber of his passenjera could have been trans- 
ferred to them. A captain is absolute on 
board his own vessel, and by the exercise 
of that authority which was lawfully 
his, he could have averted the disaster which 
took place, Many will therefore regard 
Capt. Rankin as morally, if not legally re- 
sponsible, for the loss of these two hundred 
lives, Lot this be a lesson to all steamboat 
captains to refuse to allow the vessels un- 
der their command to leave a wharf whilst 
crowded toadangerousextent. Fortunnte- 
ly no such tragedy has ever happened on 
the Bay of Quinte, but who that has seen 
the overcrowded condition of certain ateam- 
boats on excursions, can say how narrowly 
disaster has buen escaped } The public also 
Ought to take warning, and be taught by 
the London sacrifice'to look to their own 
safety, for which they generally evince a 
lamentable disregard. ; 

In explanation of the word “ flimsy,” as 
used above in reference to the steamer 
Victoria, we append the following stateniont 
which was furnished to the Montreal Wil- 
ness: “* A gentleman who has lived in Lon- 
don thus describes the Victoria: I have been 
on board of that steamboat which caused 
the accident. She had two decks. One of 
thent was supported all round by pillirs 90 
slim that you would hardly trast them with 
your own weight.

‘understand how, the deck and upper works 
would give way. How they managed to yet:

To look at the vessel you 
would think her crowded if she had two 
hundred on board.’ The veasel was a stern- 
wheeler, flat or scow bottomed, and drew 
but fifteen inches of water, so that she was 
very unstable as a matter of course.’ Thig 
method of construction was hecessary be- 
cause of the shallowness of the water in 
parts of the river, but still the pasteboard 
character of the upper works appears to be 
utterly inexcusable. Legislation providing 
for the stringent inspection of such craft 
will, we hope, be had at the next session 
of Parliament.

THE LONDON GALAMITY. | 


Further Details of the Steam- 
boat Disaster, 


Statements of Survivors! 


Our London exchanges contain very full 
accounte of the terrible disaster Which oocur- 
red in the Thamos pear that city on the 24th, 
[hoy add, however, but little to the narrative 
ot the event which was contained in our 
lengthy telegrame of yesterday. We append 
the following incidents : 

How IT MAPPEMNED. 


James Drennan, in the employ of the Ad. 
vertiser, was.on the. upper deck .when the 
Victoria capsized. He gave the following ao- 
count of the dread digsater ‘* About hall. 
past five we were coming very, slow by 
Griffith's dam, and I went up to Captain 
Ravkin and remarked, ‘* You have a big 
crowd to-dsy, Captain.” ** Yes, | couldn't 
koop the people off. They would crowd on, 
although [ told them there Were two more 
boats coming after.” I loft him theo, and 
hardly turned away when 1 noticed the water 
rushing in down below over the bottom deck 
As I looked down the staircase, I noticed the 
water ankle doop down below — T'he crowd 
seomod excited, and kept rusbibg from one 
side to the other.

was almost woree, a lot of wires which got 
tangled in my feet and pulled me frequently 
underneath I got clear of these and once 
more attempted to reach the shore, but be- 
came unconscious and would have perished iu 
the stroggliog mass had not pope deind hand 
pulled me ashore. AftorT lay there exhaust- 
od for a few minutes lL raw Captein Rankin 
coming ashore aud said tohim: “How did 
you escape, Captain?!) *'I never left the 
pilot house,” replied be Captain. He asked 
me to run up to town as fast ast could and 
give the news at the dock to have boats aud 
axes sont down, “‘I will stay here and reo 
what 1 can do to save hfe,” An elderly inaa 
who was standing near me before the accident 
said it amused him to see people alarmed at 
sailing along a river like the Thames and in 
such boats as these. ‘If you want to see 
real danger, goon tho lakes, where I have 
been, and fece a nor'wester.” The words 
were hard!y out of bis lips before he was hurl- 
ed tothe bottom of the river beneath a struy: 
gliog mass of people, from which he never camo 
uv till drawn out by the poles and hooks of 
the river men. 

The scene on the upper deck was a sight 

which sent a shudder through the spectator, 
and our rep: rter saw stout men turn aside and 
weep. In one spot two babes lay side by 
side, their faces turned towarda each oth r, 
and were it not forthe terrible and heart. 
crushing surroundings one would imagine 
they were sleeping peacefully, In, anothor 
place a grey-haired map lay motionless in 
death and a fair-haired girl alongside of bim, 
while in another direction lay a woman with 
a fearful gash in her forehead, caused, no 
doubt, by the crashing timbor of the u per 
deck of the Victoria when she capsized. In 
another part of the vessel were noticed one or 
more of the bodies which bore traces of being 
crushed and mangled among the wreck. In 
many instances the faces of the dead were 
frightfully distorted and suggested the idea 
of the fearful struggle which must have takon 
place as they layin the river piled on each 
other and struggling either with the drown- 
ing mass or the broken timber. 


GRAPPLING FOR BODIES. 
A gang of men were busily employe! chop- 


ping holea through the vessel’s deck with a |’ 


view of grappling tor bodies underneath, every 
fresh opening revealing an additional scene ot 
woe. Theincidents which our reporter wit- 
nessed on the bank and among the crowd of 
anxious ones theré who wore still ino state of 
distracting uncertainty as to the whereabouts 
of their darling children or relatives would 
touch » heart of flin€, In the first place the 
men would feel with long poles till they 
touched a b-dy and then the man with the 
rappling hook would come and insert the 
ook im the Glothing and the dead body would 
appear on the snrlace. Just at this moment 
the acene was frequently very touching. A 
mother might be heard exclaiming: ‘‘It is 
my gith!” ‘*Itis my girl, thats her dress, 
Giye her to me, my darling Katie,” or the 
father could be heard in broken accents of 
grief, ‘It is my me Ook little Harry—this will 
kill his mother. This is a woeful day for me, 
Crnel, cruel river!’ : 
_A FATHER'S ANGUISH. 


The case of Mr. John Mustell, a black- 
amith, of London South, was witnessed by 
our reporter and the acene was one which wil! 
neyor be effaced from hia memory. The C:n- 
stable endeavored to keep Mr. Mustell from 
going ob the Princess Louise in earch of his 
daughter, ‘‘I’m goivg”’—There is no power 
on earth that can stop me—''You can't keep 
mé from'my child,” cried the stslwart m ap, 
Bursting bia way through all bsrriers, the 
distracted father tushed over the deck up and 
down and between the ghostly aisles search- 
with throbbing temple and bursting heart for, 
hie darling, ‘' his fair Priscilla.”’. At last ho 
discovered the well known dresa aud close 
Alotigeide of an aged man lay ia the cmbrade 
of death the darling of his household, his fair 
Priscilla, a beautiful girl of eight or ten years 
of age. ‘ 
work of an ivstant, but the astern’ officer of 
the law Was there a» well, ‘You are not 
allowed to take away any person, sir.

Serious Losses Throughout th. 
Wintering the Insects 


NEW COLONIES ARRIVED AND To ARRIVE, 


“IT tell you enough honey goes to waste 
every year to pay the interest on our national 
debt,” was the earnost and somowhat startling 
statement of Mr. David Jones, of Keeton, 
yesterday morning. Tho great difficulty ex. 
perienced by Mr, Jones and others in this line 
Of business is to find a bee with a proboacia 
sufficiently long to reach the honey stored up 
in the red clover and one or two ohed flowers. 
Ia order to overcome thia difficulty Mr. Jones 
hav, with most commondable enterprise, un- 
dertaken to scour the world, for different 
varictios of bees, He has bimself made a trip 
tothe East, succeeding in bringing back a 
number of Holy Land and Cyprian bees, and 
his agent, Mr. Frank Benton, bas been for 
months on an extensive tour through Java, 
Ceylon, and the East Indies looking for other 
Vari'ies, He will soon reach Liverpool with 
a number of colonies of the honey-gatherers 
to be round in those distant parts, and his let- 
ters concerving these and others of which he 
has heard bave created the greatest interest 
among bee keepers throughout America, In 
Java Mr. Benton spent time and money 
lavishly in search of what is called ‘the great 
Java bee,” which is kelieyed to be of gigantic 
size. Sowe from the Island of Ceylon, much 
larger than the bees of this count ) Bre ex- 
pected tocreate almost a revolution in the 
apairist business, Another species is scarcely 
larger than our common house fly, but “ per- 
fect little beauties,” Mr. Bonton says. ‘fhe 
shipment will probably reachin June, Mr,

A number of valuable colonies of Cyprian 
and Holy Land becs arrived late last fall and 
in order to provide food for them other hives 
had to be disturbed. Among those so treat- 
ed there was considerable mortality, and a 
number of the imported colonits also per- 
ished. Although the winter was severe the 
hives regularly pre camo through with 
exceedingly small loss. Mr. Jones says that 
from what he learns from various quarters, 
the lossea among bee-keopers will be 75 per 
cent. of the stocks, The preyious winter was 
a favorable one, and however careless! 
housed the colonies asa ‘rale came aheoach 
well. This probably made owners less mind- 
ful than they would otherwise have been of 
the necessities of their stocks—hence the fail- 
ure of wintering. 

The breeding will soon be over, and Mr. 
Jones is making all needful preparations, A 
rather out-of-the-way bat nevertheless im- 
portant section of his establishment consists 
of three islands in Georgian Bay, standing 
from tive to eight miles apart, The queens 
and drones are both removed thither and al- 
lowed to mate there. Only those are placed 
on a given isJand which it is desired should 
mate—the distance between the islands pre- 
venting any intercommunication. Hy this 
means purity of breed is secured just aa well 
as though new colonies were imported. In 
reply to a question Mr. Jones stated that the 
Holy Land bees had proven themselves the 
best variety of bees he knew, They were 
possessed of great vitality and stood the 
climate well, and gathered as much, if not 
more, honey than any others, and defended 
their stores against all-comers, so that it was 
impossible for ‘‘robbera” to despoil them of 
the results of their labor. This merit the 
apiarist descanted upon at some length, sum- 
ingup, “I tell you they're Gibraltar every 
time” 


Phosphates and ‘Lurnips. 


The Aberdeenshire Agricultaral Association 
have for several years been making experi- 
ments with phosphates in the production of 
turnips, and the following are the conclusions 
come to: : 

1. That phosphates of lime decidedly in- 
crease the turnip crop, but that farmers need 
not trouble themselves to know whether the 
phosphates are of animal or mineral origin. 

2, That soluble phosphate is not superior to 
insoluble phosphate to the extent that is gen- 
erally sup ‘ 

3, That nitrogencous manures have little 
éffect on turnips used alone, but when used 
along with insoluble phosphates increase the 
crop ; that the addition of nitrogen to soluble 
phosphates does not seem to increase the solids 
or dry matter in crop ; that there is no mater- 
ial ditference between the effects of equal 
quantities of nitrogen in nitrate of soda and 
in sulphate of ammonia. 

4, That 'tineness of division seems nearly as 
offective in assisting the braird and increasing 
the crop as the addition of nitrogeneous man- 
ures. Hence the most economical ge era 
manure for turnips 1s probably insoluble phos- 
phate of lime, from any source, ground down 
to an impalpable powder.

WhenI was at 
Rome receiving from the hands of His Holi- 
ness the Pope my consecration to the sacred 
office which I have been called upon to fill, I 
received a second time from the Mather of the 
Faithful an invitation to come to him when 
thy bell would sound the Angelus, Willingly 
I went to lay my heart at) the, feet of the 
Father of the Universal Church, and 1 had the 
privilege of a lengthy interview with him. I 
asked him then to give mea sign and proof 
of his recognition of me as Bishop, that I 
might bring it with meto my people, The 
sign I asked for was the Apostolic Benediction 
and Plonary Indulgenue. My uest was 
willingly granted. lho Holy Fathor told me 
to give, in hie name, the Benediction and In- 
dulgence for any sin which may lie against 
the souls of any one of you, and it is for this 
Divine gift that you have been proparivg fdr 
the past few weeks under the spiritual guid- 
ance of Very Rey. Vicar General Farrelly and 
other clergymen,” But, his Lordship said, no 
one could receive the Plenary Indulgence un- 
less he had his soul prepared for it by hearty 
sorrow for past sins and firm resolution to 
forsake sin and lead a good life iv the 
future, Unless the heart was prepared, | by 
bumble repentance, for the divine blessing, 
it could not be bestowed by pricst, bishop, or 
people ‘' Let po ove one,”’ ho said, *t imogine 
that sin can be forgiven to any one who goes 
away unchanged from the house of God and 
the services of the Ohurch; who formally 
bows down the hoad, but whose heart is not 
humble and contrite on account of those sina; 
who in not firmly resolved to lead a new life, 
No! Such  porson, instead of receiving 
spiritual benoetit from a service of this kind, 
“oon away worse than he waa when he entor- 
el the church; he carries away with him 
avother heavier wiv.”

A 
man must suffer the consequences of bis sins, 
either in this world orin Porgatory, though 
the capital punishment which be would 
otberwise have receivod for the capital cffence 
may have been averted by bis repentance aud 
reconciliation with God, When the death 
sentence of a criminal, convicted of a capital 
crime, is remitted, the criminal is not often 
granted a free pardon, but suffers imprison: 
mont or banishmont to a penal colony. As io 
the world’s justice, 80 with the justice of 
God. Though God revokes the sentence of 
eternal death in the case of those who obtain 

ardon, yet the sinner must expiate bis sink 
= a certain amount of temporary punishment, 
It is necessary to go through a process of re- 
nowal; he must punish his floeh which led 
him awayfrom God. The priest has power 
to remit the capital punishmont—eterpal 
death—for the capitalcffence; but har not the 
power to remit the “minor punishment 
which is neces;aty for the expiation of sin. 
This punishment is remitted only by Plenary 
Indulgence. It ia not an indulgence t» com- 
mit sin ; far from it ; it is merely a remission 
of the minor punishment which is the 
consequence of sin, as distinguished from the 
oapital punishment. If you receive Plenary 
Indulyénce as you sbou'd receive it 
you will leaye the church this evening 
free from sin, holy, and pure, If you died to- 
night, after receiving it, you would go 
straight to heaveo.” In order to illustrate 
the difference between capital, and minor 
punishment, His Lordship referred to \ the 
story of Dayid’s sin. When Nathan the 

rophet told the repentant monarch that 

‘God had also wiped away hia sins,” he was 
not entirely free from its consequences. 
Natban also said that his sin would be re- 
membured against bim ; and it was, for David 
was punished for it by the death of his child, 
Mary Magdalene was also referred to as an 
example of the humility and devotion of real 
repentance, Ifthe people wished to have 
their sould strengthened and purified by the 
blessing he was to bestow, it was ia the spint 
of Mary Magdalene that they must wait for 
it. It was not his gift, he said, but that of 
the great Father, who had poured it into 
his bosom to carry to the flock over whom he 
had been placed as shepherd; He cloved with 
an earnest exhertation to the people to open 
their hearts to receive the blessing wbich 
would be poured out upon them. 

After Rev. Father Twohey, of Kingston, had 
read, in Latin and English, the letterauthoriz- 
ing the Bishop, in the name of Pop . Leo. XIII., 
to bestow the Papal B nediction and Plenar 
Indulgence once on the people of every parir 
which he weuld visit on his first tour through 
the Diocese, the solemn and impressive Bene- 
diction service was proceeded with, At its 
conclusion the Bishop, having donned his full 
pontifioal costume, granted Plenary Indulgence, 
When the Host was elevated a solemn hu 
fell on the whole vast assembly, and in the 
bowed, awe struck faces of the yast majority 
of the congregation, one could read an earnest 
desire to participate in the spiritual blessing 
which was being bestowed.

Serious Fire “this Morning. 


BURROWS’ MACHINE SHOP DES- 
TROYBED. 


Hamivron, May 27. 

About 3 o'clock this morning an alarm of 
fire was sounded from Burrows’ machine shop’ 
The firemea on their arrival found the. de- 
youring eloment had already a firm bold on 
the western wing of the establishment, and 
was making rapid beadway toward the main 
portion of the moili Strueture, At once hose 
connections were made at five different points, 
when the atter inadequacy of our system 10 
theshape it stands at present to cope with 
a tire of Any magnitude was shown up. as the 
sterams thrown were weak and of very little 
uso on wthree or four story building The 
firemen did the best they could, and shortly 
water Was had in abundance. The fire atart- 
od in the western end of the now building, 
it is thought from an annealing oven, on tho 
ground floor. This building was yortorday 
completed at a cost of $5,000. The atructure 
is now a heap of ruins, . In. o emall 
atable at the weat eod of the building 
was a horee, a policoman broke down the 
doorand got the horse out. Scarocely had 
they got out of the way when the top of the 
now brick wall at the od Was otaerved to. 
bend outward and fall Soveral flromon wore 
working just under the spot and jumped out 
of the way, having been warned by the police 
not a acoond before, ‘The firemen were baaly 
ongaged io fighting the fire in the main build- 
ing, Which was now io a blazo from top to 
bottom, This was the most valuable portion 
of the eetabliohment, aa it contained all the 
finer machinery used in getting out scales and 
the tiner class of malleable iron and small 
hardware, Soon there could be seen atreams 
of molten iron running trom tho upper story 
of this portion, and Jargo number of mag- 
niticont stoves etored on the lower atory are 
reduced to a shapeless and worthleas maay, 
by alinost superhuman efforta the troemen 
climbed to the roof of the large moulding shop 
and directed a stream of water on the roof 
aod saved that portion of the building with 
its valuable contents, comprimiog Of many 
dollars worth of castings. Several firomon 
wore on a ladder against a wall on the south 
side when the wall gave indications of falling, 
and the mon wero driven back by tho hoat, 
roaching the ground in safoty.

ger. I chenged from tho south to the north 
side, where I believed there was less dap er, 
as the boat was tipping tothe south, Mtr 
Duffield went to the south side and spoke to 
the people, and asked them to divide them- 
selves equally on the deck, ashe considered 
there was dajger. Almost instantly after he 
left mo the béat turned northerly in the course 
with the bend of the river, and the people in 
the stern mored slightly to the contre of the 
boat, and then she tipped over. The people 
up to that time were extremely quiet. The 
boat almost completely capsized. As the boat 
tipped it became utterly impossible to keep a 
footing onthe deck, The people caught at the 
stanchions supporting the upper deck, and it 
came down with a crash. 1 went into the 
water with the rest. I was standing near the 
bulwarks when the deck went down. The 
top-deck or awniog spread ont like a fan over 
over the people, making it imposmble to ea- 
cape, My brother and I were the only two 
living beings who escaped from that part of 
the boat, We did so by diving under the deck 
and coming out at the side. I got out by feel- 
ing my way along one of the ribs of the deck, 
which I knew muet come out at one side or 
the other. My opinion was that there were 
nearly six hundred es on board. When 
I became uneasy, I noticed that the boat 
was donsely packed on the upper deck : 
I never saw people atand more orderly, I 
never heard any person speak to the crowd 
to keep them quiet, except Mr. Duffield, who 
did ro at my request. I myself tried to 
pacify a few ladies who were becoming timid, 
Just as tho boat was lesving I fancied I felt a 
jar as though something had given way. It 
was easy to eee that sho did not answer her 
helm from the way she was running. 1 would 
have gone to the captain but for the circom- 
stance that I wasa witness egainst the Com- 
pany in the accident that happened last year, 
and I thought my going tohim would have 
anunfavorable eftect. As the boat rocked 
some of us remarked jokingly that we were 
having a ‘“‘teeter.” At the time I endeavored 
to pacify the ladies 1 was apprehensive my- 
selt that there wes danger. There was not 
more than halfa dozen persons who appeared 
frightened. I think of the occurrence as it 
appeared to me from my position in the centre 
of the boat at the north side. I believe that 
the falling of the hurricane deckon the people 
Was mainly the cause of somany being drown- 
ed, because they were fastened under aa if in 
ao-ge. Hadit been properly stayed so that 
it would haye turned up on its edge as the 
lower deck did, it would not have been so 
disastrous, as it would have afforded a chance 
for the people to eacape,

had been recovered I was inclined to modify 
my estimate of the number of passengers on 
board, but I maintain that they have not all 
beon found yet.

It 
was nothing crowded in my opinion. The 
upper deck was so thickly o¢cupied that it 
would bother you very much to walk from 
one side to the ether, The sitting and stand- 
room was fully occupied. 

To the Coroner—There was only one stair: 
way. There was a slight rush to seo a drunk- 
en boy, who was being breught up from the 
lower deck, but it had no serious effect. 

Mr, Hutchinson—You speak of a jar bein, 
felt. Have you any idea as tothe cause o 
that jar? 

Witness—I did not think at the time what 
caused it, but now! think it was the engine 
and boiler slipping from their position, 

Mr, Hutchison—What makes you think 
that? 

Witness—Well, I know tho boat would not 
have upset sorapidly if it was not from that 
cause. It upset 80 quickly that you could not 
turn your hand till it was down. know I 
tried to make one stop, but did not succeed till 
I was in the water. It could not have turn- 
ed over so quickly had the boiler been sta- 
tionary. 

Wiuliam Daflield testified that the boilor 
was onclosed in a wooden frseme which was the 
main support of the upper deck, When the 
boiler took a Jurch it carried the whole thing 
with itand the peopleas well. The upper 
deck went with its north edge into the water 
first, and as the boiler settled the awning was 
drawn down flat upon the water, confining the 
people under it. do not kuow whether the 
boilor was fastened or not, but it was plain 
to me that it must haye slipped, being close

To a Juror—I sent five or six times te the 
captain at the wheel that ho mast right the 
boat, but I got no reply, 1 know that he 
received ono of the meseagos.

On behalf of 
the public we may ariswer, There is much 
to warrant it. There isso much that we 
aré inclined to think that no one buta 
secret enemy of Mr. Blake would hayo 
forced the question on our consideration: 

In 1874, when Mr. Blake declared, with 
lifted hands and eyes, and eloquent pro- 
testation, that he was not going into office; 
and when in forty-eight houra he was a 
Minister of the Crown— we venture to aug- 
gest that he said one thing and meant an- 
other. 

Tn 1874 again he made a speech in which, 
being no longer in office, he declared with 
muchemphasis that he would not accept the 
full salary of a Minister if he occupied an 
inferior post with little to do. @ sub- 
sequently became a Minister, had little to 
de, and took eyery legitimate cent of his 
salary. Wehumbly contend that in this 
matter he said one thing and meant an- 
other. 

In 1875 the Carnaryon affair came up,and 
the history of this is familiar. If wo can- 
not accuse Mr, Blake of saying one thing 
and meaning another, we can and do accuse 
him of ery to Mr. Mackenzie, of bad 
faith with Lord Oarnaryon, and of worse 
faith still with British Columbia. 

In 1878, in regard to the Lotellier mat- 
ter, Mr, Blake’s conduct was oyasive, and 
deceptive, in the most glaring way. It was 
saying one thing and meaning another to 
give his support to the Government, and 
yet conspicuously absent himself on atrying 
occasion, Mr. Blake privately condemned 
Governor Letellier, or at least condemned 
the conduct of the Mackenzie Government, 
in regard to him ; yet he remained away 
from the debate and the division. The 
suppressio veri has not, we believe, ceased 
to be a logical mistake, as well as a moral 
offence, and Mr, Blake was guilty ot both. 

Tn 1880,Mr. Blake, after a year’s absence 
from Parliament,took up a certain position 
in regard to the Pacilic Railway. His own 
Government had determined to build the 
Pacific Railway from end toenJ. Yet he 
condemned the Conservative Government 
for attempting it. He was saying one thing 
sod meaning another. 

In 1881 he exaggerated grossly the value 
of the lands in pede to magnify the subsidy 
Riven to the Syndicate ; but in 1880 be had

Last summer, while travelling from Winni- 
peg west and south, if you should chance to 
talk with any person upon tho sottlomont of 
the country, the first story told to you would 
bo that of the Elliott settloment. Everybod 
soomed pleased to talk about thom Alt) ough 
IT wont within five miles of the Sottlement, I 
could not conveniently visit thom, but found 
out almost as much abont them from outeid- 
ors ns thoogh I had been in their midst Only 
a short time ago I chanced to meot ono of the 
Etliott brothers, whu wore instramontal , in 
forming tho settloment. called. after their 
name, aud the résdll or my interview 1 shall 
sond to you for the benefit of your many read- 
ers. Knoowing that a largo majority of your 
subscribers feel an interest in this now coun- 
try, this particular class of news will be very 
acceptablo to them, 

In the autumn of 1879, James Elhott, the 
senior of a family of four brothers James, 
Thomas, Joshua, and Jabez—woot from East 
Durham, Ontario, to the North-West, with 
the intention of inyesting moncy in land in 
Manitoba and the west; and after travelling 
over a considerable portion of the country, he 
became so taken up with its appearance and 
climats at that season of the year, that he de- 
cided to ‘‘homoatead,” and after seouring his 
right to 320 acres of land in the Souris Kiver 
district, wrote home for the rest of his broth- 
ors, who are (or were) wealthy farmers in the 
Township of Hope, East Durham, to come out 
aad view the couotry, and in all probability 
they would dotormine t> locate, as he had al 
ready done. Jabez, the younger brother, upon 
the strength of James’ advice proceeded west- 
wari to where his brothor had located, and he 
too, was very much taken up with the coun- 
try—and in the following spring all four)bro- 
thers were located on 320 acres of land apiece, 
and ore that, season had closed they had living 
immediately around them fifty-five settlers, 
fifty of whom were from the Township of 
Hope, Durham County, Ontario, This set- 
tlement iain Township 7, range 17 west, sit- 
uated on both sides of the Souris River, 
and just six miles from the confluence of the 
Souris and Assiniboine rivers, There is not 
a vestige of wood in the township, but the 
surface appearance is, touse the wordaof Jabez 
Elliot, ‘‘a perfect picture ;” and to add to the 
enchanting beanty of the township) to some, 
every settler init is of the Methodist persua- 
Sion, service being held twice each Sabbath by 
the Ray, T. W, Hall, the Methodist Mvniater 
for that district, whose christian zeal is such 
that not an ounce of the religious metal on his 
circuit will be allowed to s BRO rusty, At the 
time of my meeting Mr he was then 
on his way from Ontario with one carload of 
stock and implements. I asked him if he 
thought he would like the climate. He said, 
“T have no misgiviogs as to the climate what: 
ever; on the contrary my faithin the coun- 
try isso great that since we went in there 
we, I andmy biothers, haye turned over 
more than 400 acres of land for this spring's 
sowing, and we will increase our stock year- 
ly.” Said he, ‘I was thinking of doing as 
most of the farmers in Ontario do when they 
accumulate a little wealth, sell out the farm 
and go into the county town or city to live; 
but when I visited this country why 1 just 
felt like atarting to farm over again.” In re- 
ply to the question, ‘‘are your neighbors en- 
ergetically inclined ?” he said: ‘*Yes, gener- 
ally. You may imagine what we are. In the 
spring of 1880 there was only 14 acres of 
land, which was broken by my brother the 
fall before, and now there is broken altogether 
over 1,400 acres. Ot course we have some 
among us who do not care a great deal about 
work, and again there are some who do not 
understand farming anyway. We have,” 
ssid he, ‘one gentleman among us from a 
bank in Toronto who can add figures as fast 
as North-West lightning, but from the pro- 
geess he is making here it is quite evident 
that farming is not his forte; however, with 
the machinery that can bo used out here, and 
the sugcestions that we from time to time 
may offer him, he may yet become an agri- 
cultural prince.”” From what IT can learn the 
Elliots are a go ahead family, and it will only 
require a few yeara to see them extensive 
farmers in real earnest, They have, through 
their perseverance, received the promise of a 
port office to be established in their own sot- 
tlement. School houses ‘and churches will be 
erected as soon as lumber can be ob ained, A 
grist mill is to be started in time for grinding 

ain this fall, so that tho settlers will not 

vo to travel very far to haye their gristing 
done, Although reserved in their mannor, 
and yet communicative, these fanee have by 
their quiet energy established one of the 
strongest immigration arguments in this 
country’s favor that has ever yet been placed 
upon the record of facts. What more is 
necessary to prove the value of a country 
than to seo menof experionco, wealth and 
high social standing coming io and buildin 
up homes for themselves, whore they wil 
spend the remainder of their lives?

SUMMARY OF THE NEW LAND REGULATIONS. 

Some of the principal provisions of the now 
land regulations, are in substance as follows : 
The regulation of the l4th of Octooer, 1879, 
iu ropoaled ia consequence of the Syndicate 
bargaio, Tho oven-pumbered sections will 
still be beld for homesteads and pro-emptions 
generally, the oxception being ‘pecial cases 
only, Pre-emptions within the forty-dight 
mile belt will be sold at $2.50 por aore, in ten 
yearly instalments until the end of the calen- 
dar yorr, and aftorwerds a cash payment at 
the end of three yoars. Outbide of the rail- 
way belt oo the main line, or any branch lines 
of the Canada Pacilic Railway, oven num- 
bered sections will also be sold for homesteads 
avd pre-omptions in the usual way, the pre- 
emptions at $2 por acre on tho ton year prin- 
ciple if entered before the ond of 188], and 
subsoquently one payment at the end of throe 
years, ‘Tho odd-vumbered s#octiona withio 
tho railway belt of the Cariada Pacific Rail- 
way or its branches of course beloog to the 
Syndicate, ond aro forsale upon tho terms 
advectisod—$2,50 per acre, with a rebate for 
acreage cleared in tive years. Tho new re- 
gulationa give power to place lands within 
twenty-four miles of any projected railway 
on the eame footing av lands in the Pavitic 
Railway belt. Landa north of the Pacific 
Railway belt may be sold in lota not excocd- 
ing 320 acres on terms of actual sottloment, 
comprising portions of the odd numbered 
geotions,on the ordinary homestoad conditions 
with the addition of the paymont of $1.50 ree 
nore, [tia provided that wood lote may also

Particulars of the Fatal Affray. 


ty with the following particulars of the shoot- 
ing by Eugene Riendeau of Norbert Roy. 
Those men were both on Messrs, Gilmour's 
drive, but attached to different gangs, . Rien- 
deau was something more than.a common 
hand, and he had to keep pike poles, and 
pick band spikes in repair, look efter the 
differect dams, eto, etc,, for which purpose 
he had acsnoe in which he used to paddle 
round the Jakes, Roy had quarrelled with 
Reindeau last spring whilst on the drive and 
the feud between them broke outafresh. With 
tho view of provoking Riendeau, Roy jamped 
into the cauoe with his calked shoes, which 
of course as is well known was a very impro- 
per thing to do, as the iron calks would very 
s00n seriously damage the! bottom of any 
cauoe, Riendeau severely reproved Roy for 
his conduct, and a rather bitter quarrel eo- 
sued, but) resulted in nothing more on that 
day; but on the 17th inst, Roy called Rein- 
deau aside from the rest of thé men and 
assaulted him with his fists, Reindeau being 
a much smaller, as well as an older man, 
attempted to run away, and in doing #0 his 
foot caught in a root and he fell into an old 
cellar that had long been out of use and par- 
tially filled up. Roy in Hy on him aud grasp- 
od Riendeau’s neck with his lef¢ hand and com- 
menced pounding him with his rightfist. Rein- 
deau managed todraw his revolver and pointin, 

it over his shoulder as he lay along the psa | 
on his belly, fired at random at ‘his nasailant, 
The shot took fatal effect/entering Roy's body 
at the pit of the neck, just below the throat, 
Roy sprang up, throw up his arms and fell 
over on the ground, gave two or three quiver. 
ing motions, and expired withont’ uttering a 
work. Roy’s body lay where ‘he fell for 24 
hours, until it was decided that’there was no 
necessity foran inquest, and Rev, Father 
Oulet having been sent for the body was in- 
terred. Riendés went to “Gilmour's depot 
at Otter Lake, reported to Mr. Lunanm, the 
manager there what had cccurred, and then 
went on to the residence of Joseph Hill in 
Thorne, and surrendered his deposition, and 
there being no constable in that part of the 
country at the present time, the magistrate 
conveyed the prisoner himself to Aylmer gaol. 
On arriving there the authorities took bail for 


Riendeau’s appearance at the next term of the | pr 


crimioal Court, and he returned to his home 
in Leslie last Saturday night. Opinions in 
Leslie are divided as to Riendeau’s conduct. 
The majority, however, hold that he was 
justified under the circumstances in defending 
himeel?, Of course in the position in which 
he lay under his assailant he cou'd not see 
his aim, though there is no question that the 
practice of carrying firearms is reprehensible. 

Since writing the above, Dr. Purvis, Deputy 
Coroner of the district, passed through Bryzon 
village on Wednesday evening last to hold an 
inquest on Friday. The Aootor does not 
think an inquest nesessary, but in obedience 
to the authorities in Aylmer he will hold one.

Isy in the chance of the fire aproading to tho 
box car shop, from which nothing could keep 
it from demolishing the entire valuable works 
northward. 
_ Between the fire and these buildings there 
is a rough casthouse, Pails were procure , 
and thia was for a long time with most heroic 
determination kept deluged with water, un- 
til the engine got to work, and all danger 
from that source : 

‘Tho fire was confiaed to the por ion of the 
works in which it originated. The destruc- 
tion here, however, was very grest. Thero 
was in the paint shop a splendid passonger car 
all ready for delivery and inthe finishing 
shops four othersin differont stages of con- 
struction, These were all destroyed, together 
with all the machinery and materials, __ 

Mr. Croasen’s loss is roughly estimated at
